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Community  news  briefs  and  not-so-briefs 


Neighborhood  groups  ripped  at  SFRA  over  new  Denny's 


A  permit  for  construction  of  a  150  seat  Denny’s 
Restaurant  in  the  site  of  the  old  Kabuki  Theatre  on 
the  cornerof  Post  and  Buchanan  Streets  has  been 
granted  to  Iwamasa  Enterprises,  the  current 
owners  of  the  site.  The  permit  was  granted  by  the 
San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  on  Octo¬ 
ber  27,  1987,  apparently  without  the  prior  knowl¬ 
edge  of  such  major  community  groups  as  the 
Western  Addition  Neighborhood  Association,  or 
the  notification  of  a  single  merchant  in  the  Fillmore 
Merchants  Association,  and  leaves  major  doubts 
about  parking,  hours  of  operation,  and  other  prob¬ 
lems. 

“This  is  one  of  the  most  infuriating  things  that’s 
happened,"  says  M.J.  Staymate,  president  of  the 
Western  Addition  Neighborhood  Association. 
“We  hadn’t  heard  anything  about  this  until  it  was 
too  late  to  appeal.  We've  been  bulldozed.”  One 
of  the  difficulties  in  discovering  the  plans  for  the 
restaurant,  she  said,  which  is  on  land  admini¬ 
stered  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency,  was  the  fact  that  the  development  was 
listed  in  S.F.R.A.  documents  as  a  “commercial  or 
retail  space,”  and  not  clearly  as  a  franchise  restau¬ 
rant.  It  appears  from  a  reading  of  S.F.R.A.  docu¬ 
ments  that  the  permit  process  for  this  site  was 
evolutionary,  with  permitted  uses  being  gradually 
granted,  until  the  scope  of  allowable  uses  had 
grown  quite  large.  The  last  such  expansion  was 
approved  by  the  S.F.R.A.  in  August  of  1986  and 
changed  the  permitted  use  from  a  theatre  to 
“commercial  office  or  retail”  space. 

The  potential  development  was  not  discovered 

Kennedy  meeting  onTishman 

Supervisor  Willie  Kennedy  met  with  local  resi¬ 
dents  last  week  to  discuss  modifications  to  the 
Tishman  Project,  located  between  Turk  and 
Geary,  which  will  include  1,100  residential  rental 
units,  an  equal  numberof  parking  spaces,  a  health 
club,  pool,  and  community  center. 

Among  the  proposed  changes  is  raising  the  height 
of  the  entryways  to  accomodate  a  redesign  of  the 
underground  parking  garages,  because  of  a 
higher  than  expected  water  table  discovered  dur¬ 
ing  preliminary  foundation  work.  With  a  water 
table  now  estimated  to  begin  only  17  feet  below 
the  surface,  the  entire  structure  must  be  built  at  a 
higher  elevation  than  originally  planned.  Shirley 
Wysinger  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  characterized  the  revised  design  changes 
as  having  met  with  approval  from  most  residents 
of  the  area. 

Hotel  may  go  residential 

A  proposed  forty-two  room  tourist  hotel  located  on 
Pacific  Street  between  Broderick  and  Baker  has 
been  downgraded  to  a  maximum  of  twenty-six 
rooms,  and  will  probably  be  either  a  residential 
hotel,  or  an  apartment  building,  due  to  community 
pressure.  Richard  Kaplan,  a  neighbor  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  project,  stated  that  Robert  Passmore  of  the 
Planning  Department  has  said  that  it  would  now 
be  illegal  to  put  a  tourist  hotel  on  the  site. 

The  appeals  process  is  not  over,  with  yet  another 
meeting  scheduled  with  the  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals  next  week,  but  the  neighbors  have  rea¬ 
son  for  relief.  “The  latest  hearing  at  the  Board  of 
Permit  Appeals  was  very  favorable,”  states  Kap¬ 
lan,  “and  we  are  very  pleased  with  the  outcome." 


until  Julie  DiGregorio,  of  the  San  Francisco  Build¬ 
ing  and  Trades  Council,  whose  job  it  is  to  monitor 
building  and  construction  throughout  the  city, 
heard  of  the  development  on  October  26,  1987. 
DiGregorio  hand  delivered  an  appeal  to  the 
S.F.R..A.  which  was  rejected  because  it  was  ten 
minutes  late.  She  then  notified  WANA. 

“It  is  quite  rare  for  something  to  go  through  this 
quickly,”  stated  Shawn  Tetters,  President  of  the 
Fillmore  Merchants  Association.  “None  of  our 
membership  ever  heard  of  this.  If  you  even  want 
to  put  a  deck  on  your  house,  you  know  the  permit 
process  is  almost  impossible.  The  process  of 
review  for  this  project  was  just  a  joke,  it  was  never 
posted,  and  no  one  was  ever  notified.”  S.F.R.A. 
Project  Director  Gene  Suttle  claimed  in  an 
S.F.R.A.  meeting  on  August  5, 1986,  that  the  plan 
to  construct  the  Denny’s,  which  is  slated  to  have 
Japanese  oriented  menus  and  serve  rice  instead 
of  potatoes,  was  well  known  in  the  community,  and 
that  there  had  been  no  opposition.  “There  is  no 
requirement  to  notify  when  an  appropriate  use  will 


take  place  on  the  site.  This  [type  of  development] 
is  not  subject  to  public  hearing,  since  the  owners 
already  had  the  building,  and  since  the  restaurant 
is  a  proper  use  of  the  location.”  Ron  Iwamasa,  one 
of  the  owners  of  the  location,  and  future  general 
manager  of  the  Denny’s,  stated  “We’ve  made  it  as 
known  as  possible.  We  told  the  Japanese  mer¬ 
chants’  groups,  and  the  Japanese  newspaper.  If 
I  had  known  of  their  (WANA’S)  concern,  I  would 
have  contacted  them.”  An  article  appeared  in  the 
Hokubei  Mainichi  newspaper  in  February  of  this 
year. 

Numerous  problems  plague  the  site, 
according  to  various  neighborhood  leaders. 
Among  the  concerns  are  inadequate  parking, 
since  no  new  sites  have  been  created,  traffic 
congestion  caused  by  delivery  trucks,  the  hours  of 
operation  (a  twenty-four  hours  a  day  operation  is 
planned),  and  continued  use  of  the  basement  as 
an  amusement  center.  “Parking  on  this  site  is  a 
major  concern,”  states  Julie  DiGregorio,  in  spite  of 
assertions  by  Iwamasa,  who  has  just  completed  a 
three  week  training  course  at  Denny’s  “Ham- 


UCSF  upheld  against  Laurel  Heights  on  fraud 


The  superiorcourt  November6upheldthe  motion 
of  the  University  of  California  to  have  the  com¬ 
plaints  of  fraud  and  deceit  brought  against  it  by  the 
Laurel  Heights  Improvement  Association  dis¬ 
missed,  but  left  the  door  open  for  the  Association 
to  file  an  amended  complaint,  which  the  Associa¬ 
tion  plans  to  do,  according  to  Association  counsel 
Kathryn  Devincenzi. 

The  court  found  the  University  was  not  liable  for 
damages  underthe  law  which  may  have  arisen  as 
a  result  of  alleged  misrepresentation,  but  allowed 
the  Assoication  to  ammend  its  complaint  to  drop 
the  request  for  damages  while  still  enforcing 
compliance  site  usage  to  the  Asoociation's  origi¬ 
nal  understanding  of  its  purpose. 

The  University  is  seeking  to  relocate  its  School  of 


Pharmacy,  including  its  biomedical  research  fa¬ 
cilities  to  the  old  Fireman's  Fund  site  at  Laurel 
Heights,  and  the  Association  hasfiled  suit  to  block 
the  move  on  the  grounds  that  UCSF  misrepre¬ 
sented  the  use  of  the  facility  as  primarily  admin¬ 
istrative,  andthattheemissionsfromthe  research 
facilities  may  pose  a  health  hazard  to  residents. 

On  the  health  issue,  the  trial  court  found  in  favor 
of  the  University,  but  that  verdict  was  overturned 
by  the  Court  of  Appeal  which  characterized  the 
University's  environmental  impact  report  on  the 
emissions  as  "woefully  inadequate."  The  Califor¬ 
nia  Supreme  Court,  however,  has  granted  r 
UCSF's  petition  to  hear  the  case,  and  oral  argu¬ 
ments  from  both  sides  are  expected  to  be  heard 
by  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  first  quarter  of  next 
year. 


Parking  site  may  eliminate  garage 


A  badly  needed  yet  controversial  parking  lot  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  San  Francisco  Parking  Authority  is  in 
the  process  of  gaining  permit  approval  for  two  lots 
on  California  Street  between  Fillmore  and  Steiner. 
Initial  plans  are  for  sixty  metered  parking  spaces 
on  a  lot  currently  used  seasonally  to  sell  pumpkins 
and  Christmas  trees.  Eventual  plans  include  a 
large  covered  garage  on  the  same  lot  and  on  a  lot 
located  next  to  it,  now  occupied  by  automotive 
repair  shop  built  on  an  old  structure.  That’s  where 
the  controversy  comes  in. 

The  second  lot  has  an  old  stone  foundation  from 
a  livery  stable,  designed  by  well  known  architect 
William  F.  Smith,  dating  back  to  1886,  and  many 
think  it  should  be  preserved.  At  a  recent  hearing 


before  the  Landmarks  Board,  a  proposal  favored 
by  the  Foundation  for  San  Francisico’s  Architec¬ 
tural  Heritage  to  grant  the  old  structure  landmark 
status,  and  thus  effectively  obviate  its  potential 
use  as  a  parking  garage,  lost  on  a  tie  (3-3)  vote. 
“The  historic  value  of  this  site  is  somewhat  com¬ 
promised  by  the  fact  that  the  upper  story  was 
damaged  by  the  earthquake  and  replaced  by 
stucco,"  states  Anne  Bloomfield,  a  longtime  advo¬ 
cate  of  historic  preservation.  Mark  Ryser,  of  the 
Foundation,  suggests  that  a  possible  compromise 
might  be  effected  whereby  the  covered  parking 
structure  would  be  built  on  top  of  the  old  founda¬ 
tion.  However,  the  proposal  has  not  yet  been 
studied  by  the  Parking  Authority.

During  the  month  of  November  in  our  neighbor¬ 
hood,  from  Van  Ness  to  Presidio  and  from  Vallejo 
to  Geary,  there  were  no  homicides,  no  rapes,  8 
robberies,  13  assaults,  22  burglaries,  62  thefts 
and  1 0  auto  thefts.  Some  of  the  more  serious 
crimes  in  the  New  Fillmore  neighborhood  for 
November  included: 

The  Shirt  Off  His  Back  Leads 
to  Burglary  Arrest 

During  the  late  evening  hours  of  Thursday,  No¬ 
vember  1 2,  the  occupants  of  221 9  Pacific  Avenue 
were  awakened  by  the  sound  of  broken  glass 
coming  from  the  main  floor  of  their  home.  While 
one  dialed  911  for  the  police,  the  other  went  to 
investigate  wielding  the  traditional  crime  buster’s 
accoutrement,  a  baseball  bat.  A  burglar  was 
discovered  wearing  what  the  occupant  realized 
were  his  clothes.  Seeing  the  jig  was  up,  the 
burglar  removed  the  clothing  and  attempted  to 
flee.  The  police  arrived,  secured  a  perimeter 
around  the  building,  and  then  apprehended  the 
suspect.  The  arrest  went  without  incident. 

Grand  Theft  at  Soloflex 

A  robbery  occurred  on  Monday,  November  2,  at 
approximately  10:30  am  at  Soloflex  at  1901 


Fillmore.  About  $5,000  worth  of  T-shirts,  sweat 
shirts  and  duffel  bags  were  stolen.  Employees 
weren't  sure  whether  the  back  door  was  locked. 

Burglary  at  Bond  Cleaners 

Between  the  hours  of  7:30  pm  on  Wednesday, 
November  18,  and  7:30  am  the  next  morning, 
burglars  entered  Bond  Cleaners  at  2442  Fillmore, 
stealing  an  unstated  amount  of  money  left  in  a 
plastic  box.  The  suspect  apparently  entered 
through  a  tradesman’s  door  on  the  alley  and  the 
rear  door  of  the  cleaners,  which  was  unlocked. 
The  victim  suspects  the  burglar  is  someone  famil¬ 
iar  with  the  store’s  daily  routine. 

Strongarm  Robbery 

Police  apprehended  a  robbery  suspect  who  alleg¬ 
edly  commited  a  purse  snatching  on  Friday, 
November  6,  at  8:55  pm  at  the  corner  of  Broadway 
and  Fillmore.  The  victim  of  the  purse  snatching 
was  approached  from  behind  after  exiting  a  bus. 
The  victim  and  a  witness  were  walking  eastbound 
on  Broadway  when  the  suspect  approached  from 
behind  and  grabbed  the  purse.  After  a  brief 
struggle  the  suspect,  a  black  male,  approximately 
20  years  old,  5'  8",  180  lbs.,  with  black  hair  and 
brown  eyes,  ran  westbound  on  Broadway  to  adark 
car  parked  at  the  bus  stop.  The  license  number 
was  taken  as  the  suspect  sped  away  in  the  car, 
aiding  police  from  the  Northern  Station  in  the 
suspect's  apprehension  later  in  the  month  as  he 
was  commiting  another  strongarmed  robbery.

St.  Dominic's  launches  Sacred  Arts  Program  to  save  cathedral 


Artist's  rendering  of  the  proposed  $8  million  renovation  required  to  make  St.  Dominic's  seismically  sound. 
Note  the  addition  of  the  flying  butresses  along  the  Bush  Street  wall  to  shore  up  the  walls  against  violent 
seismic  activity.  Buttresses  were  originally  used  as  part  of  Gothic  construction  for  building  support,  and 
their  addition  in  this  project  makes  the  renovation  aesthetically  integrated  into  the  original  building. 


With  a  concert  last  Wednesday,  December  2,  by 
the  Candlestick  Park  Papal  Chorus,  St.  Dominic’s 
Church  at  Steiner  and  Bush  officially  inaugurated 
its  Sacred  Arts  Program  as  the  keystone  of  its 
effort  to  raise  the  8  million  dollars  necessary  to 
make  the  magnificent  cathedral  seismically  sur- 
vivable  of  the  next  big  earthquake.  Appropriately 
,  the  concert  included  Dave  Brubeck’s  mass,  “To 
Hope!" 

The  need  for  seismic  protection  became  evident 
recently  when  engineering  studies  revealed  that 
the  edifice,  one  of  the  precious  few  Neo-Gothic 
buildings  west  of  the  Mississippi,  had  very  little 
likelihood  of  surviving  a  significant  earthquake. 
Certain  kinds  of  quakes  at  certain  Richter  magni¬ 
tudes  wou  Id  cause  the  present  walls  to  separate  at 
the  top  and  the  roof  to  collapse.  But  the  8  million 
dollar  price  tag  required  to  make  the  building 
seismically  sound  was  clearly  out  of  reach  if  fund 
raising  efforts  were  restricted  to  the  parish  or  even 
the  denomination.  So  from  this  necessity  the 
notion  of  the  Sacred  Arts  Program  was  born, 
creating  a  broad  usage  and  the  possibility  ot  broad 
financial  support  for  the  necessary  work  to  be 
done  to  save  the  cathedral.  The  Sacred  Arts 
Program  has  been  conceived  as  a  kind  of  return 
for  the  larger  community’s  investment  in  its 
preservation.  Indeed,  St.  Dominic’s  expects  to 
raise  only  10  per  cent  of  the  needed  funds  from 
within  the  denomination.  For  the  fund  raising 
campaign  to  succeed  and  the  building  to  be  saved 
the  remaining  7.2  million  must  come  from  secular 
foundations,  corporations,  wealthy  individual 
donors  outside  the  parish,  and  community  organi¬ 
zations.  So  there  must  be  a  palpable  demonstra¬ 
tion  to  these  prospective  dono  rs  that  St.  Dominic's 
has  an  appropriate  use  and  appeal  beyond  the 
parish  as  a  vessel  and  a  vehicle  for  the  presenta¬ 
tion  and  performance  of  sacred  art. 

The  Sacred  Arts  Program  continues  this  month 
with  “A  Bach’s  Lunch  Advent-Christmas  Series,” 
half-hour  recitals  in  the  church  at  1 2:1 5  on  Thurs¬ 
days.  Everyone  is  invited.  Programs  are  mezzo 
soprano  Dawn  Jensen  on  Dec.  10,  tenor  Joseph 
Correllus  on  Dec.  17,  harpist  Boris  Goldman  and 
violinist  Alan  Worney  on  Dec.  24,  organist  Richard 
Mayer  on  Dec.  31,  and  a  Baroque  flute  and  re¬ 
corder  lecture-demonstration  by  Harry  Bower  on 
Jan.  7. 

Steven  Jordan,  director  of  the  Sacred  Arts  Pro¬ 
gram,  hopes  to  present  at  least  one  major  event 
each  month.  Using  St.  Thomas  Aquinas’  defini¬ 
tion  of  sacred  as  ‘that  which  uplifts  the  mind  or 
spirit,”  the  sacred  arts  will  include  music,  drama, 
recitals,  lectures,  readings,  dance,  opera.  Project 
coordinator  Toni  Doyle  wants  to  involve  the  wider 
community  as  both  listeners  and  performers. 
They  hope  the  program  will  grow  comparable  with 
Calvary’s,  Old  First’s  or  Grace  Cathedral’s. 

Fundraising  consultant  Robert  E.  McDonald  calls 
St.  Dominic’s  itself  “a  piece  of  sacred  art.”  Its  fine 
craftsmanship  and  design  could  hardly  be  dupli¬ 
cated  today  at  several  times  the  restoration  cost. 
But  artistically,  reinforcement  might  hurt  the  be¬ 
loved  architecture  almost  as  much  as  the  disaster 
it’s  intended  to  prevent.  New  structural  work  must 
be  designed  very  carefully  to  preserve  intact  the 
piece  of  sacred  art  that  is  St.  Dominic’s.  For  this 
delicate  task  the  Dominicans  have  chosen  archi¬ 
tects  Esherick,  Hornsey,  Dodge  &  Davis  and 
engineers  Rutherford  &  Checkene,  the  team  who 
rehabilitated  Stanford  Chapel  and  the  Cannery. 

Their  solution  is  imaginative  and  appropriate. 
They  propose  to  wrap  a  new  “ring  beam”  tightly 
around  the  tops  of  the  walls,  holding  it  up  with 
flying  buttresses  borrowed  from  medieval  cathe¬ 
dral  builders.  The  new  reinforcing  will  permit  the 
church’s  Neo-Gothic  loveliness  to  be  seen  unob¬ 
structed,  inside  and  out.  The  tower  will  be  rein¬ 
forced  on  the  inside  where  few  will  ever  see  it. 

The  Dominican  Order  has  been  on  this  site  since 
since  1863,  when  it  bought  the  whole  square  block 


for  a  priory.  The  first  church,  at  Steiner  and  Bush, 
was  built  in  1873  of  wood  in  a  simple  carpenter’s 
Gothic  style.  The  second  church,  of  brick  and 
Baroque,  was  built  1883-1887  by  T.J.  Welsh.  It 
held  800  more  people  than  the  present  building, 
and  its  spires  were  60  feet  taller.  The  1906  quake 
tore  it  apart,  and  the  third  church  was  immediately 
built,  in  wood  and  Beaux  Arts  style,  on  Pierce  at 
the  present  parking  lot.  This  fourth  church  was 
constructed  1923-1928,  incorporating  several 
mementos  from  the  second  one:  granite  corner¬ 
stone  at  the  tower  base,  entry  steps  on  Steiner, 
ground  brick  in  the  concrete,  and  several  sculp¬ 
tures  inside. 

Looking  at  the  building,  one  first  sees  medieval 
forms,  rendered  consistent  and  symmetrical  as  no 
European  cathedral  ever  achieved  in  the  century 
or  so  it  took  to  build  one.  The  proportions  are  very 
satisfying,  the  great  height  uplifting. 

As  one  looks  and  looks,  the  craftsmanship  be¬ 
comes  increasingly  fascinating.  Is  carved  and 
gilded  lettering — on  the  wood  of  confessionals, 
side  altars  and  high  rood  beam — merely  decora¬ 
tive,  or  can  one  decipher  the  words  and  their 
significance?  On  the  frieze  just  below  big  cler¬ 
estory  windows,  does  any  shield  design  repeat? 
Does  the  frieze  itself  have  wheat  as  well  as 
grapes,  to  symbolize  bread  and  wine?  In  the 
doorside  niches  blessing  one's  departure,  which 
saint  is  Francis  and  which  is  Dominic? 

The  church’s  artistic  history  triggers  more  games. 
Can  the  1927-1936  stained  glass  windows  by 
Charles  Connick  of  Boston  be  distinguished  visu¬ 
ally  from  the  1950-1973  ones  by  Max  Ingrand  of 
Paris?  There  are  four  major  categories  of  sculp¬ 
ture  to  sort  out  and  enjoy.  The  wooden  reliefs 
readily  display  their  conservative  German  origin  at 
Schmid  Studios,  Oberammergau,  home  of  the 
20th-century  passion  play.  Can  one  distinguish 
between  statues  of  the  two  Belgian  studios  by  an 
attenuated,  linear  quality  in  Peeters  of  Liege,  and 
a  more  mundane,  naturalistic  quality  in  Van 
Uytvanck  of  Louvain?  Where  are  the  mementos 
from  the  second  church:  Pieta,  stations  of  the 
cross,  and  crucifixion  scene?  Where  is  the  bound¬ 
ary  between  the  1 888  stations  of  the  cross  and  the 
1920's  setting  harmonizing  them  with  the  rest  of 
the  church? 

The  main  altar  witnesses  more  geographically 
dispersed  craftsmanship.  Designed  by  English- 
trained  architect  Arnold  Constable,  it  was  carved 


of  Botticino  marble  in  Pietrasanta,  between  Car¬ 
rara  and  Lucca,  Italy,  in  an  atelier  owned  by  the 
Hackner  Company  of  LaCrosse,  Wisconsin.  It 
was  repaired  from  shipment  and  installed  by  San 
Francisco  sculptor  Albert  Bernasconi.  Some  of 
the  work  on  its  21  statues,  tens  of  pinnacles  and 
innumerable  crockets  must  be  Bernasconi’s, 
because  St.  Dominic's  historian  Marshall  Dill  says 
it  arrived  from  Italy  in  April  1929  but  was  not 
dedicated  until  about  1932. 

As  well  as  the  main  altar,  Arnold  Constable  ( 1 885- 
1981)  designed  the  whole  building,  in  what  he 
called  “the  spirit  of  the  medieval  builders.”  At  the 
time  he  was  a  draftsman  with  Beezer  Brothers  of 
Seattle,  the  church’s  official  architects.  After  the 
design  was  accepted  by  Western  Dominican 
Province,  Constable  accompanied  Louis  Beezer 
(1869-1929)  inmovingtoSan  Francisco  to  super¬ 
vise  the  work.  Afterwards  Constable  remained 
here,  practicing  independently. 

St.  Dominic’s  is  truly  a  product  of  the  1920's.  Its 
carefully  researched  Neo-Gothic  style  followed 
such  work  of  architects  Cram,  Goodhue  & 
Ferguson  as  St.  Thomas’  Church  and  St.  John  the 
Divine  in  New  York.  Bay  Area  examples  of  the 
style  are  W.C.  Hays'  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Oakland  and  Louis  Hobart’s  Grace  Cathedral  on 
Nob  Hill. 

The  latter  compares  interestingly  with  St. 
Dominic’s.  Both  are  large  Neo¬ 
gothic  structures  of  steel  and  concrete.  Grace 
leaves  concrete  as  the  surface  material,  has  rib 
vaulting  under  the  roof,  and  limits  decoration. 
Decoration  at  St.  Dominic’s  is  everywhere;  the 
roof  imitates  great  English  timber  roofs;  and  con¬ 
crete  is  covered  on  the  outside  with  stone-like 
terra  cotta  as  at  the  Opera  House,  and  on  the 
inside  with  “cast  stone”  as  on  Sts.  Peter  &  Paul  in 
North  Beach.  Less  costly  than  actual  carved 
stone,  cast  stone  encouraged  repetition  and  per¬ 
mitted  more  decoration.  It  was  a  mixture  of  ground 
stone  and  a  bonding  material,  cast  into  molds  on 
the  site  by  Edward  Flatebo  of  Seattle,  who  crafted 
the  molds  and  finished  the  delicate  work. 

St.  Dominic’s  is  indeed  a  piece  of  sacred  art  well 
worth  studying,  enjoying  and  preserving.  The 
well-designed  restoration  project  deserves  our 
support.

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Calvary  Presbyterian's  Dr.  Emerson  seeks  meaning  in  suffering 

If  you  happen  by  the  Calvary  Presbyterian  Church 
on  Fillmore  at  the  Corner  of  Jackson  some  Sun¬ 
day  morning  at  around  1 1 :00,  and  see  the  stream 
of  obviously  well-to-do  parishoners  entering  the 
church,  nobody  much  looks  like  they're  hurting. 

Suffering  does  not  seem  to  be  a  part  of  their 
experience.  But  appearances  can  be  deceiving. 

The  church  directly  addresses  the  needs  of  the 
homeless,  the  hungry,  the  hurting,  and  the  impov¬ 
erished  in  both  this  world  and  the  third.  The  church 
wasafounding  memberofthe  Food  Box  Program 
which  regularly  distributes  food  to  the  hungry  in 
The  City,  and  remains  one  its  largest  contributors, 
with  two  members  on  its  board  of  directors.  The 
church  also  contributes  its  funds  and  energy  to 
Raphael  House  in  San  Francisco,  which  provides 
shelter  for  the  battered  and  the  homeless,  and  to 
the  Larkin  Street  Youth  Center,  which  looks  after 
runaway  teens  who  come  to  San  Francisco  and, 
more  often  than  not,  are  forced  to  turn  to  prostitu¬ 
tion  if  there  is  no  one  to  house  and  feed  them.  The 
church  also  directly  supports  a  medical  mission  in 
the  Punjab  of  India. 


Suffering  is  something  which  also  very  much 
matters  to  the  church’s  pastor,  Dr.  James  Emer¬ 
son.  So  much  so  that  he  wrote  a  book  on  it; 
“Suffering:  It’s  Meaning  and  Ministry,”  which  has 
been  designated  by  the  American  Academy  of 
Parish  Clergy  as  its  “Book  of  the  Year”  for  1987. 


His  concern  with  suffering  seems  to  grow  out  of  a 
need  to  heal  one  of  the  fundamental  and  glaringly 
apparent  inconsistencies  of  existence;  to  weave 
together  and  make  whole  within  himself  a  Godly 
life  in  an  unGodly  world,  to  develop  some  sort  of 
answer  that  is  both  personal  and  universal  to  the 
obvious  and  too  often  asked  and  unanswered 
question  “If  there  is  a  God,  then  why  does  he  let 
people  suffer?”  Why  do  bad  things  happen  to 
good  people? 

His  first  serious  step  into  this  abyss  appears  to 
have  been  taken  in  1 969  when,  in  a  crisis  of  faith, 
he  left  a  comfortable,  suburban  ministry  in 
Larchmont  New  York,  the  fourth  largest  Presbyte¬ 
rian  ministry  in  the  state,  to  take  a  secular  position 
as  director  of  the  Community  Service  Society  of 
New  York,  an  inner  city  agency.  In  the  three  years 
of  his  directorship,  he  transformed  the  agency 
from  an  essentially  therapeutic  service  to  an 
organized  body  of  social  activism  of  sufficient 
magnitude  that  he  got  the  attention  of  the  New 
York  Times  as  a  “man  in  the  news”  for  taking  the 
Society  in  a  new  and  potently  political  direction. 

It  was  a  bold  departure  from  a  comfortable,  shel¬ 
tered,  privileged,  and  highly  academic  life.  The 
son  of  a  Stanford  professor,  he  did  his  under¬ 
graduate  work  there,  got  his  Doctor  of  Divinity  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and  a  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Chicago.  Following  his  doctoral 
work,  he  became  a  pastorfor  a  church  in  suburban 
New  Jersey  before  moving  on  to  Larchmont  and 
the  dreadful  thought  that  God  might  be  dead — at 
least  in  the  suburbs. 

He  left  the  directorship  of  the  Society  in  1972,  his 
faith  in  renewal,  to  minister  to  the  Central  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Denver,  until  he  came  to  Calvary 
here  in  the  neighborhood  in  1979.  But  he  did  not 
lose  his  taste  for  social  activism.  He  has  ties  to  the 
sanctuary  movement,  and  in  June  of  1986  was 
arrested  along  with  others  in  an  act  of  civil  disobe¬ 
dience  at  the  Federal  Building  here,  protestingthe 
continuation  of  aid  by  Congress  to  the  Contras. 

With  the  courage  to  face  life  and  its  miseries 
directly,  and  the  intellect  to  think  about  them,  the 
need  for  both  a  personal  and  public  reconciliation 
of  his  ideals  and  his  experience  brought  forth  the 
book  on  suffering. 

And  what  conclusions  has  he  reached? 

“We  must  make  a  distinction,”  he  says,  “between 
pain  and  suffering.  Pain  is  something  which  hap¬ 
pens  to  us.  Suffering  is  what  we  may  choose  to  do

about  the  pain.” 

Suffering,  he  has  concluded,  comes  from  and  is 
very  much  a  matter  of  choice.  The  alternative  to 
suffering,  which  he  sees  as  an  essentially  creative 
choice  to  face  and  accept  pain,  and  allow  oneself 
to  be  motivated  and  changed  by  it,  is  to  attempt  to 
avoid  pain,  to  resist  pain  or  to  deny  it,  to  seek 
medication  or  other  relief  from  a  crisis  that  if 
unrelieved  could  produce  the  opportunity  for 
growth.  To  stay  in  Larchmont. 

Suffering,  he  says,  is  fundamentally  the  choice  to 
stay  conscious  and  aware  in  the  face  of  pain.  In  his 
book  in  fact  he  sites  the  example  of  a  close  friend 
of  many  years  who,  dying  very  painfully  of  cancer, 
chose  largely  not  to  medicate  because  to  do  so 
would  make  her  less  alert  and  alive,  and  she  was 
already  dying. 

"Edith  needed  'to  be"'he  says  in  the  book.  Her 
personal  integrity  stood  out  clearly.  'To  be,'  in  her 
integrity  was  critical.  Drugs  could  have  robbed  her 
of  that  opportunity.  An  overly  dominant  friend  or 
chaplain  could  have  robbed  her.  A  hospital  or 
doctor  that  did  not  recognize  her  rights  as  a  patient 
could  have  denied  her  the  privilege  of  her  identity 
and  integrity. 

"In  this  process  Edith  had  a  choice.  She  chose  to 
endure  the  pain  and  be  aware.  That  choice  al¬ 
lowed  her  to  maintain  her  sense  of  being.  She 
did  not  use  meditation,  medication  or  relaxation  to 
escape  the  pain,  but  to  control  it.  Yet  she  had 
alternatives.  Edith  could  have  chosen  a  quick  way 
out;  the  short  end  of  a  rope,  the  gas  jet  at  home, 
the  overdose  of  pills.  Instead  she  chose  to  suffer 
in  order  to  maintain  who  she  really  was.  That  did 
not  mean  she  never  took  a  pill.  Rather  her  goal 
was  'being.'  There  was  a  time  when  the  pain 
became  so  intense  that  it  stood  in  the  way  of  her 
goal.  Hurts  can  be  so  great  that  we  are  not  our¬ 
selves.  For  Edith  the  guideline  on  drugs  was  not 
the  absence  of  pain  but  the  freedom  to  be.  Suffer¬ 
ing,  for  her,  was  the  opportunity  'to  be.'  Suffering 
meant  not  the  absence  of  cancer,  but  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  what  I  like  to  call  'wholeness  of  soul.'" 

He  is  also  very  interested  not  only  in  individual 
suffering,  but  in  group  or  what  he  prefers  to  call 


corporate  suffering,  when  an  entire  class  of 
people  accept  and  deal  with  pain  collectively — as 
in  the  case  of  the  Jews  in  the  ghettos  and  death 
camps  of  Nazi  Europe. 

“The  experience  of  the  Jews  in  the  ghetto  was  that 
when  one  of  them  suffered,  any  one  of  them 
suffered,  they  all  suffered,”  he  says.  Suffering 
united  them  and  gave  them  a  collective  experi¬ 
ence  of  self. 

In  our  society,  he  says,  the  myth  of  individualism 
creates  a  denial  of  any  collective  experience  of 
suffering,  so  that  we  may  feel  we  are  safe  from 
experiencing  the  pain  of  others  because  we  delib¬ 
erately  separate  ourselves  from  them  in  our  iden¬ 
tity.  But  as  a  consequence  we  suffer  or  deny 
instead  the  pain  of  isolation. 

And  he  also  sees,  as  a  weakness  of  our  society,  a 
collective  national  unwillingness  to  accept  and 
suffer  the  hardship  of  a  balanced  budget,  to  be  in 
denial  about  the  crisis  that  is  clearly  facing  us. 

But  his  clearest  and  most  cogent  thoughts  on 
suffering  finally  come  in  a  metaphor.  It  is  a  well 
known  and  well  worn  one,  but  it  he  gives  it  a  unique 
twist.  It  is  the  metaphor  of  human  transformation, 
the  caterpillar  which  becomes  the  butterfly.  But  he 
points  out  that  after  the  butterfly  is  formed  if  you 
remove  the  cocoon  to  release  the  butterfly,  the 
butterfly  can  not  fly.  It  is  only  in  the  struggle  to 
break  free  of  the  cocoon,  that  the  wings  can 
develop  the  power  of  flight,  and  the  ability  to 
navigate  and  live  in  the  greater  realm  beyond  the 
cocoon.  If  the  butterfly  is  denied  the  ability  to  suffer 
the  struggle  and  hardship  of  breaking  out  of  the 
cocoon,  it  can  not  live  in  the  reality  of  the  larger 
world.  And  not  all  butterflies  who  struggle  break 
free.  Some  abandon  the  effort  and  stay  in  the 
cocoon  and  die.  In  choosing  to  no  longer  struggle, 
to  no  longer  suffer,  they  die. 

So  in  the  end,  then,  if  there  is  a  God,  why  does  he 
allow  people  to  suffer?  Having  given  most  of  a 
lifetime  to  thinking  about  it  and  experiencing  it,  he 
appears  to  have  reached  a  conclusion.  Because 
God  is  not  dead.  Because,  Dr.  Emerson  says,  “I 
think  God  suffers.”

Well,  word  is  definitely  getting  out  about  Fillmore 
Street.  First  there  was  that  item  in  Women's  Wear 
Dally  about  fashion  on  Fillmore  Street.  Then  in 
September  there  was  the  piece  on  gentrification, 
with  slightly  screwed  up  locations,  in  the  special 
color  rotogravure  real  estate  section  of  The  New 
York  Times.  Then  Esquire  magazine  did  a  write  up 
I  think  in  the  November  issue  about  Flarry's.  Now 
in  the  December  issue  of  Travel  &  Leisure  there 
is  a  comprehensive  four  page  article  on  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Called  "On  Upper  Fillmore,"  it  has  a  big 
photo  of  the  Pacific  Heights  Bar  &  Grill  oyster  bar, 
with  Lonnie  Williams  and  Susan  Bashel  belly  up  to 
it  like  they  were  customers  there  or  something. 
The  article  covers  thrift  shops,  fashion  stores, 
restaurants,  Fillamento,  Browser  Books,  Rush- 
cutters,  Ron's  bird  shop("Peach-Faced  Lovebirds 
and  Parakeets  Gaze  from  the  Window  of  'Spec¬ 
trum  Exotic  Birds'"  is  a  quote  taken  from  the  story 
and  set  in  large  type  on  the  second  page)  and 
more,  more,  more.  I  fear  we  will  soon  be  awash  in 
tourists.  The  article  comes  complete  with  accu¬ 
rate  instructions  on  what  buses  to  take  to  get  here 
from  Union  Square  &  Embarcadero  Center,  and 
mentions  the  fact  that  cab  fare  from  Union  Square 
is  about  $6.00. 

Although  the  article  just  broke  a  week  ago  it  is,  of 
course,  already  hopelessly  out  of  date,  given  the 
rapid  growth  on  our  boulevard.  No  mention  of  the 
Flying  Salmon,  or  of  course  November's  three 
new  entrees — the  new  gift  shop  where  Miracle 
Baths  used  to  be,  the  Betsey  Johnson  fashion 
boutique  (why  do  I  get  the  feeling  whenever  I  go  by 
there  that  the  help  ought  to  be  wearing  roller 
skates — I  guess  it's  those  roller  derby  queen 


length  skirts)  and  Spinelli's  fresh  roasted  coffee 
which  opened  at  the  top  of  the  hill  at  Jackson 
where  the  Fhotomat  store  used  to  be.  Spinelli's 
opens  just  as  J.B.  Loucks  HasBeans,  our  pre¬ 
miere  coffee  speciality  house  on  California,  cele¬ 
brates  its  11th  year  in  the  neighborhood.  Now 
that's  longevity  for  Fillmore  Street.  A  close  runner 
up  in  the  longevity  derby  is  Alta  Plaza,  which  must 
be  nearly  into  it's  1 0th  year,  and  is  now  undergoing 
extensive  renovation,  although  it's  supposed  to  be 
reopened  for  business  by  December  7.  I  took  a 
look  at  the  gaping  maw  there  the  other  day  and 
found  it  hard  to  believe,  but  maybe  Dan  Smith's 
got  himself  a  really  fast  crew.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  what  the  new  decor  looks  like. ..Back  in 
October,  forthe  merchant's  kick-off  of  the  Fall  Fair 
at  2000  Post  Street,  Gilmour's  Flowers  and  Gifts 
kicked  in  some  helium  filled  baloons  for  the  festivi¬ 
ties  with  their  name  on  them.  Subsequently 
Louise  Enberg  there  gets  a  letter  from  Hayfork 
(about  200  miles  north  as  the  balloon  flies)  from 
one  Peggy  Whittle  saying  she  found  a  cluster  of 
half  adozen  oftheGilmourballoonson  her  ranch, 
and  where  and  when  were  they  lofted, 
anyway?. .The  neighborhood  may  finally  get  it's 
long  awaited  parking  lot  at  the  Robert's  nursery 
sight  across  California  from  Grand  Central 
Market. ..hearings  by  theParking  Authority  are 
being  held  and  it  looks  like  it  just  might  go  through. 
Sixty  spaces,  but  with  the  parking  crunch  around 
here  that' seems  to  me  like  sort  of  putting  a  blotter 
in  an  ocean. ..meanwhile  the  Fillmore  Street  ga¬ 
rage,  with  some  3,000  spaces  at  Post  and  Fillmore 
still  goes  begging  because  it’s  just  too  far  for 
people  to  walk.. .reminds  me  of  the  shopping 
center  developer  I  knew  of  who  said  he  had  10,000 
parking  spaces,  2  of  which  were  terrific  and  the 
other9,998  nobody  wanted  to  parkin...  2000  Post 
Street  also  has  parking  available  at  Steiner  and 
Post  at  reasonable  rates  if  that  isn't  considered 
Outer  Siberia.  I  suppose  it's  really  important  to  find 
a  spot  near  your  exercise  studio.

A  Potpourri  of  Holiday

Champagne  and  what? 

Jerry  Mead,  a  wine  writer  whose  opinions  are 
often  idiosyncratic,  amusing  and  correct,  has  a 
favorite  accompaniment  with  champagne.  With 
the  pop  of  the  bottle,  Jerry  wants  some  popcorn  to 
go  with  it.  As  Mead  notes,  “after  long,  dedicated 
research  on  the  subject,  I  have  found  champagne 
and  popcorn  to  be  an  excellent  combination 
aphrodisiac.  Champagne  is  good  enough  in  its 
own  right  as  a  romantic  beverage.  But,  when 
popcorn  is  added,  something  magic  happens. 
You  drink  a  little,  then  you  may  have  to  lick  the 
butter  off  your  fingers,  then,  then...”  Since  this  is  a 
family  newspaper,  I  must  let  your  imagination  take 
over. 


Now,  if  you  don’t  like  popcorn,  don’t  panic.  Korbel, 
the  noted  sparkling  wine  maker,  has  just  released 
the  results  of  a  fascinating  study  (to  me,  anyway) 
called  the  “champagne  compatability  index”  in 
which  people  tasted  food  and  champagne  to  see 
which  went  with  which.  There  were  56  food  items. 
The  results  were  surprising;  for  example: 

*  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken  tastes  as  good  with 
champagne  as  duck  a  I’orange. 

•  Mrs.  Pauls  fish  sticks  taste  better  with  cham¬ 
pagne  than  caviar. 


chocolate  mousse. 

Palatex,  Inc.,  a  leading  food  and  beverage  re¬ 
search  firm,  assigned  foods  an  index  value  based 
on  a  1 00-point  scale.  The  highest  index  was  given 
to  shrimp  cocktail  (97.5)  the  lowest  to  Lay’s  Potato 
Chips.  The  top  ten  foods  on  the  index  following  the 
shrimp  victory  were:  smoked  salmon,  raw  oysters 
with  lemon,  beef  stroganoff,  shrimp  scampi,  tun- 
afish  salad  sandwich,  lobster  with  drawn  butter, 
brie  cheese,  mixed  nuts  and  veal  scallopini. 
Caviar  was  way  down  on  the  list  in  33rd  place  and 
foie  gras  was  lower.  Korbel  Brut,  a  mediumdry 
sparkling  wine,  was  used  in  the  study..  According 
to  Julia  Wesson,  president  of  Palatex,  “The  study 
proves  that  foods  that  are  compatible  with  cham¬ 
pagne  have  nothing  to  do  with  image  ortraditional 
pairings. ..champagne  tastes  good  with  fish  and 
seafood,  poultry  and  beef.  Foods  that  do  not  taste 
as  good  on  the  average  include  lamb,  pork,  spicy 
ethnic  food  and  salty  foods.” 

I  happen  to  like  somewhat  salty  foods  with  cham¬ 
pagne — smoked  salmon,  caviar,  oysters — be¬ 
cause  the  slightly  salty  taste  makes  the  sparkling 
wine  a  bit  sweeter.  I  also  happen  to  like  pates  with 
champagne.  I  don’t  like  champagne  at  all  with  any 
sweet  dessert,  other  than  perhaps  with  a  citrus  or 
fruitbased  dessert.  What  it  all  proves  is  that  taste 
is,  welL.a  matter  of  taste.  What  isn’t  a  matter  of 
taste  is  to  call  it  champagne  or  sparkling  wine. 
Don't  call  it  bubbly  or  champers.  Why  not?  Be¬ 
cause  you  must  trust  your  Uncle  Ed  in  these 
important  matters.

Goings  &  comings 
at  Kabuki  &  Clay 

We  take  a  half-step  back,  before  spotlighting  fur¬ 
ther  Winter  releases.  Fatal  Attraction's  continued 
draw  reminds  us  to  watch  whether  Sally  Kirkland 
gets  her  deserved  Oscar  nomination  for  Anna  in 
'88..  Likewise  for  Lou  Diamond  Phillips  and  Esai 
Morales  for  a  definitive  “buddies"  movie  (Friend- 
ship/Responsbiility) ...  But,  as  a  critic,  we  confess, 
too,  our  signals  can  never  be  100%  objective. 
These  days,  “Really  good!"  can  be  pronounced 
100  different  ways  ...  And,  with  that,  we'll  shoe¬ 
horn  in  four  films  for  the  end  of  the  year. 

Despite  its  pedestrian  previews,  we  were  sur¬ 
prised  by  the  quality  of  My  Life  As  a  Dog  -  like  a 
Swede's  reply  to  Fellini’s  Amarcord  -  recently  at 
the  Clay.  There,  film's  universality  won  out  in 
autobiographical  episodes,  so  marvelously  and 
touchingly  framed  by  the  dying  mother.  Now 
comes  John  (Point  Blank,  Deliverance)  Boorman 
with  Honor  &  Glory,  his  story  of  being  a  boy 
growing  up  during  the  blitz  in  London.  It’s  being 
held  over  at  Kabuki  8,  as  (among  others)  is  Rich¬ 
ard  Attenborough's  Cry  Freedom,  a  film  primer  on 
activism,  based  on  factual  events  leading  up  to 
South  African  Steve  Biko’s  most  untimely  death. 

Unavailable  for  review  at  press-time,  December 
premieres  at  Kabuki  8  include  Stephen  (“E.T.,  call 
home")  Spielberg’s  Batteries  Not  Included  and 
Alex  (Repo  Man,  Sid&  Nancy )  Cox’  Walker. 
What’s  a  major  Plollywood  studio  doing  in  Nicara¬ 
gua,  filming  the  true  story  of  a  man  of  iron  from 
Tennessee  trying  to  take  over  the  country  in 
1855?  you  might  ask.  Well,  anti-United  States 
sentiments  in  the  Latin  Americas  have  roots  over 
a  century  old,  and  what  better  time  than  now  to 
look  at  our  Monroe  Doctrine  of  manifest  destiny.

ghetti  Western  turns  out,  it  has  one  attraction 
worth  big  eyes.  Just  as  James  Woods'  perform¬ 
ance  in  Salvador  came  out  of  left  field,  (“so  good,” 
as  a  friend  of  mine  put  it  to  me,  'it  wasn’t  even 
nominated  for  an  Oscar!"),  in  the  widening  vac¬ 
uum  Brando  has  left  behind,  Ed  Harris  just  might 
have  sunk  his  teeth  into  this  role  and  run  with  it.

“Glamour”  magazine  has  described  her  designs 
as,  “  forever  young,  a  bit  mad,  forever  bad,”  but 
they  left  out  a  phrase — infinitely,  exquisitely  short. 
The  hems  in  the  new  Betsey  Johnson  shop  at 
2032  Fillmore  Street  are  up  there,  whether  it's  a 
dress  or  skirt  in  her  signature  peplum  or  one  ot  the 
bubble  styles  that  are  blowing  over  the  trendscape 
this  season.  These  wild  flirty  clothes  are  slinky 


knits  mixed  with  velour,  taffeta,  and  reptilian 
printed  chitfon  in  tiny,  sexy,  slithery  shapes.  Store 
Manager  Nikki  Young  says,  “Women  come  in  and 
start  hyperventilating  when  they  see  what  we're 
carrying.  I  tell  them  to  slow  down,  that  we're  not 
going  anywhere."  (But  the  fashions  are  —  Nikki 
says  the  merchandise  has  been  “blowing  out  of 
the  store”  since  it  opened  on  November  19.) 

What  is  Betsey  Johnson?  The  store  is  named  after 
the  eclectic  New  York  designer  who  has  been 
known  for  her  live-wire  women’s  apparel  since  the 
1960’s.  She  started  as  a  designer  at  a  NYC  retail 
shop  called  Paraphernalia  in  1964.  Johnson 
immediately  became  a  national  hit  by  designing  t- 
shirty  flip  skirt  dresses,  lace-up  push-up  tops  that 
were  strapless  or  off-the-shoulder,  and  uniform- 
type  fashions  influenced  by  tight  motorcycle 
clothes  with  big  zippers.

“she  says,  ‘I  remember  sewing  Betsy’s  patterns,’” 

In  July  of  1978,  Johnson  showed  her  first  collec¬ 
tion  and  decided  to  go  it  on  her  own.  Entering  into 
a  partnership  with  Chantel  Bacon,  she  began 
designing,  showing,  selling  and  prospering.  Bet¬ 
sey  Johnson  designs  have  been  wholesaled  to  all 
major  national  department  stores  and  boutiques 
since  1978,  but  her  Fillmore  Street  shop  is  the 
seventh  of  eight  retail  shops  open  to  date. 

“You  can't  believe  what  real  estate  agents  think, 
when  they  see  three  brig  ht-red  red  heads  walk  into 
their  office,”  says  Nikki.  “When  we  arrived  in  San 
Francisco  ,  we  got  shown  these  small  spaces  in 
the  Haight.  We  showed  them  our  business  plan 
and  said,  ‘give  us  the  best  fashion  location  in  the 
city’ — then  they  really  moved.”

Rock  and  roll  influenced  Johnson  during  the  six¬ 
ties  and  seventies,  leading  to  more  t-shirt  dresses, 
chain  dresses,  and  “noise”  dresses  (dresses 
trimmed  with  grommets  or  flat  metal  discs).  After 
Paraphrenalia,  she  designed  for  Bestsy,  Bunki, 
Nini  while  doing  wholesale  work  on  the  side.  After 
selling  out  the  partnership,  Johnson  joined  Alley 
Cat  and  created  jacquard  knit  dresses  with  huge 
birds,  fish  and  flowers  patterned  in.  During  this 
time,  she  freelanced  patterns  for  Butterick,  Gant, 
Michael  Milea  and  others.  Nikki  says  she  can  tell 


“Chantel,  General  Manager  Catherine  White  and 
myself  scouted  locations,  then  Betsey  came  in  to 
design  and  paint  the  store,”  says  Nikki.  Johnson’s 
store  scheme  is  a  formula  that  she  follows  in  all  her 
locations.  It’s  bright  pink  outside  and  inside,  with 
huge  murals  of  women  painted  on  the  walls.  The 
store  operates  with  about  2000  square  feet  of 
space,  and  the  racks  are  packed  ,  the  music 
moves,  and  shoppers  and  the  sales  force  mingle 
and  twirl  in  front  of  floor  to  ceiling  mirrors.  “We 
don’t  open  until  noon,”  says  Nikki,  “and  I  tell

The  Betsey  Johnson  contingent  picked  a  prime 
time  for  opening  in  San  Francisco,  too.  Right  now, 
at  the  start  of  the  holiday  partying  season, 
Johnson  designs  never  seemed  more  apropo. 
This  is  true  feminine  glitz,  but  there’s  nothing 
bashfully  romantic  about  it.  Strapless  velour  tops 
are  attached  to  see-thru  chiffon  or  taffeta  skirts. 
There  are  bright  BRIGHT  spandex  strapless 
sheath  dresses,  stretched  and  gathered  taffeta 
minis,  and  cropped  sweaters  or  jackets,  plus  a 
major  supply  of  crinolines.  “Our  short  black  skirts, 
second-skin  leggings,  and  peplum  jackets  and 
dresses  are  staple  best  sellers,"  says  Nikki.  “But 
we're  selling  alot  of  turtleneck  velour  dresses,  and 
our  longer  knit  dresses  in  this  location.  I  call  this 
our  conservative  stuff,  but  you  have  to  take  that  in 
context.”  Actually,  the  Johnson  line  does  have 
quite  a  bit  of  longer,  off-to-worktype  dresses.  But 
Nikki  says  you  don’t  see  any  of  these  in  the  Los

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Having  a  look  at  holdirig^oyr  own  under  holiday  stress

The  holiday  season  has  arrived  in  the  New 
Fillmore,  and  along  with  it,  holiday  stress.  The 
flurry  of  activities,  pressures  to  consume,  and  the 
expectations  of  closeness  and  good  times  can 
bring  into  our  lives  more  stress  than  any  other  time 
of  year. 

For  many  people,  the  season  is  largely  a  time  of 
merriment  and  good  cheer.  Yet  for  others,  the 
holidays  are  a  major  interruption  of  daily  routines 
with  overwhelming  demands,  unwanted  pres¬ 
sures,  and  a  collision  of  feelings.  At  best,  each  of 
us  experiences  an  increased  intensity  around  the 
holidays. 

From  Thanksgiving  through  New  Years,  each 
holiday  is  laden  with  its  own  set  of  memories, 
myths  and  expectations.  There  are  formidable 
social  and  cultural  storylines  on  how  we  are  to 
celebrate  each  holiday.  We  are  told  what  foods  to 
eat,  which  decorations  to  use,  what  mood  to  strike, 
and  who  to  be  with.  Deviating  away  from  the 
storyline  can  be  a  source  of  anxiety  for  some  of  us, 
while  adhering  to  it  can  provoke  anxiety  for  others. 

The  myths  and  expectations  of  the  season  tell  us 
that  this  is  a  time  of  happiness,  warmth,  abun¬ 
dance,  giving  and  togetherness.  Reality  may  be  a 
very  different  thing.  Many  of  us  in  the  Fillmore 
have  family  far  away,  may  not  be  in  a  primary 
relationship,  perhaps  may  not  have  established  a 
circle  of  close  friends.  Financially  we  may  not  be 
prepared  for  the  additional  spending  that  the  holi¬ 
days  may  encourage. 

The  holidays  may  actually  be  a  sleighride  of 
emotion  for  those  of  us  who  have  lost  a  loved  one, 
are  without  a  support  system,  or  may  have  bad 
memories  of  holidays  in  years  past.  The  feelings 
of  aloneness,  failure,  guilt  and  alienation  can  in¬ 


tensify  when  we  are  not  able  to  meet  the  “shoulds" 
of  the  holiday  season. 

A  major  source  of  stress  during  the  holiday  season 
is  the  overload.  There  are  likely  to  be  more 
invitations  to  be  sociable,  to  overindulge  in  food 
and  drink,  and  to  increase  spending  and  travel. 
Social  dilemmas  arise,  such  as  which  invitations 
to  accept  and  how  to  participate.  As  a  host  or 
hostess,  performance  anxiety  is  likely  to  be  on  the 
rise. 

Holiday  food  and  drink  can  be  a  major  contributor 
to  holiday  stress.  The  increased  intake  of  sugar, 
caffeine  and  alcohol  can  elevate  stress  ratherthan 
inhibit  it.  Furthermore,  not  having  time  to  maintain 
a  regular  schedule  of  exercise  and  rest  can  throw

us  more  off  center.  For  those  of  us  who  are 

addicted  to  food  and  alcohol,  the  season  presents 
a  particular  challenge.  Do  we  have  the  will  to  say 
“no"  to  all  those  special  holiday  treats? 

Gift  giving  is  enough  to  make  most  people  anx¬ 
ious.  There  can  be  concern  about  what  are  the

or  Pinocchio — all  of  which  contain  at  least  one 
nightmare  embryo. 

When  Lady  ventures  from  the  security  of  the  home 
and  meets  Tramp,  they  share  an  Italian  dinner  at 
Tramp’s  favorite  restaurant.  Who  can  ever  forget 
that  precious  moment  of  movie  history  when  they 
eat  the  same  strand  of  spaghetti  and  their  lips 
meet  for  their  first  kiss?  Hauled  off  to  the  dog 
pound,  the  sheltered  Lady  encounters  other 
mutts. 

Tramp,  of  course,  comes  to  the  rescue.  He  also 
chases  a  huge  (is  there  any  other  kind?)  rat  from 
the  nursery  at  Lady’s  home  and  is  no  longer  con¬ 
sidered  too  scruffy  or  unacceptable  for  Lady. 
Naturally,  as  in  most  Disney  animated  features, 
everyone  lives  happily  ever  after. 

A  major  contributor  behind  the  scenes  was  Ms. 
Peggy  Lee,  who  gives  voice  to  Darling,  a  pesky 
pair  of  Siamese  cats  named  Si  and  Am,  and  a 
sultry  Mae  West-type  ex-show  dog  named  Peg. 
She  also  wrote  the  song  score  with  Sonny  Burke — 
and  a  very  clever  bunch  of  tunes  they  are,  three  of 
which  she  sings. 

The  first  animated  feature  to  be  done  in  Cinemas¬ 
cope,  more  than  150  artists  and  animators  toiled 
for  four  years  to  create  the  approximately  two 
million  rough  drawings  and  110,000  full-color 
frames  of  finished  film.

SOME  KIND  OF  WONDERFUL— Today’s  teens 
have  a  sensitive  fairy  godfather  in  John  Hughes, 
whose  ear  for  contemporary  dialogue  makes  for 
authentic  characters  and  situations.  His  script  and 
production  of  Some  Kind  of  Wonderful  (a  mean¬ 
ingless  title)  joins  the  list  of  other  teen  films  which 
bear  his  distinct  stamp. 

Here,  artist  senior  Eric  Stoltz  (Mask),  who  works 
after  school  in  an  auto  repair  shop  with  tomboy 
Mary  Stuart  Masterson— best  friends  since  the 
third  grade,  hankers  for  upper-class  Lea  Th¬ 
ompson.  Her  unfaithful  boy  friend  (Craig  Sheffer) 
is  the  arrogant  leader  of  the  most  popular  school 
clique.  He’s  determined  to  spoil  Stoltz’s  first  date 
with  Thompson.  Have  you  guessed  that  Master- 
son  discovers  loving  feelings  toward  Stoltz? 

The  artistic  loner’s  family  life  is  a  subplot  wherein 
his  working-class  father  (John  Ashton,  Judge 
Reinhold’s  partner  in  the  Beverly  Hills  Cop  mov¬ 
ies)  wants  Stoltz  to  attend  business  college.  When 
Stoltz  blows  his  college  savings  on  the  date  with 
Thompson,  only  the  most  hardened  viewercannot 
help  but  want  to  tell  him  that  she  is  not  worth  it. 
Masterson  has  so  much  more  going  for  her  that 
she  deserves  better  than  the  good-hearted  but 
foolish  Stoltz.  All  the  performers  are  thoroughly 
believable. 

The  poignancy  of  this  film  gives  it  a  much  broader 
appeal  than  just  a  teen  audience.  Stoltz  learns  it  is 
more  important  to  rely  on  himself  than  as  the 
member  of  a  gang.  He  withstands  the  pressures 


others  try  to  force  upon  him  and  makes  his  own 
decisions.  93  min.  PARAMOUNT 

OUTRAGEOUS  FORTUNE— Overachiever,  as¬ 
piring  actress  Shelley  Long  has  already  spent 
$32,000  (of  her  parents’  money)  on  acting  les¬ 
sons.  While  she’s  waiting  for  an  audition  with  a 
famous  Russian  teacher,  Bette  Midler  bursts  in  to 
use  the  phone.  Making  her  living,  barely,  in  films, 
Bette  doesn’t  know  Hamlet  from  Shinola,  but  gets 
a  scholarship. 

Both  spend  alternating  evenings  with  a  fourth 
grade  teacher,  Peter  Coyote,  from  New  Mexico. 
Neither  knows  about  the  other  until  he  is  suppos¬ 
edly  blown  up  in  an  explosion  and  they  clash  in  the 
autopsy  room.  When  they  agree  his  lower  half  is 
underdeveloped  and  not  their  man,  the  police 
refuse  to  investigate. 

On  their  own,  they  track  the  two-timer  to  New 
Mexico.  With  CIA  and  Russian  agents  hot  on  their 
heels,  the  women  soon  realize  that  Coyote  left  a 
lot  of  “loose  ends”.  Indian  tracker  George  Carlin 
provides  humor  as  the  search  continues.  It  is  the 
little  touches  along  the  way,  e.g.,  Long  begging  for 
scholarship  money  from  her  family  via  their  en¬ 
trance  security  camera  because  they  know  how 
expensive  her  visits  have  become;  a  chase 
through  an  apartment  cluttered  with  bird  cages;  an 
escape  on  an  airport  luggage  conveyor  belt;  and 
impersonating  youths  on  their  first  visit  to  a 
cathouse,  that  makes  Outrageous  Fortune  so 
much  fun.

Your  Holiday  Health 
Tune-Up 

The  holiday  season  begins  with  Thanksgiving  and 
ends  with  New  Years  Day.  It  starts  with  a  mood  of 
thanks  and  ends  with  resolutions,  a  declaration  of 
positive  goals.  It  is  the  ideal  time  to  renew  your 
health  and  happiness. 

Past  experience  tells  us  that  we  usually  lose  our 
grip  on  our  resolution  within  a  week  of  the  new 
year.  That  is  about  7  days  longer  than  we  remain 
thankful  after  the  last  of  the  turkey.  Somehow, 
thankfulness  is  not  the  prevailing  sentiment  in  our 
blessed  land — yet.  However,  with  a  little  remind¬ 
ing  and  encouragement  most  of  us  warm  to  the 
idea  that  life  is  a  gift,  one  truly  to  be  enjoyed  even 
when  the  trappings  are  less  than  we  would  like. 
Life,  itself,  that  is  the  ultimate  gift.  And  next  to  that 
health. 

The  holiday  season  begins  with  a  feast — of 
thanks — and  ends  with  a  feast  of  rejoicing  at 
Christmas — followed  by  a  day  of  celebration  of  the 
New  Year.  It  is  the  most  well  defined  month  of  the 
year,  full  of  sentiment,  emotion,  taking  stock  of 
oneself,  giving  gifts  to  others.  It  is  a  thoughtful  time 
actually,  a  time  of  calculation  and  planning.  Even- 
buying  a  gift  requires  a  plan.  It  is  also  a  time  when 
expectations  come  home  to  roost.  Those  that  are 
fulfilled  cheer  us  on.  Those  that  are  empty  can 
cause  great  pain.  It  is  the  pain  of  unfulfilled 
expectations,  often  subconscious  ones,  that  take 
their  toll  as  Christmas  depression. 

And  there  are  the  parties.  Most  working  people 
and  most  socially  active  people  are  tempted  by 
more  than  one  social  event  each  week  in  the 
holiday  season.  It  is  a  time  to  enjoy  oneself,  enjoy 
one's  friends,  let  oneself  go.  Savor  the  gravy, 
gulp  the  wine,  eat  the  dessert  and  take  cham¬ 
pagne  as  a  chaser.  Stay  up  late,  forget  that 
exercise  work-out,  lie  in  bed  an  hour  longer. 

So  why  bother  with  a  Holiday  Tune-up  anyway? 
Why  not  just  take  it  as  it  comes,  enjoy  the  season 
and  accept  the  fact  that  the  first  two  weeks  of 
January  will  be  an  empty  void  filled  with  black — 
depression? 

Well,  I  think  that  is  a  waste.  The  season  is  so 
upbeat  that  it  actually  promises  an  annual  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  do  self-therapy:  to  get  healthier  and 
happier  at  the  same  time.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
look  the  other  way  and  ignore  common  sense. 
Well  being  feels  as  good  when  you  are  behaving 
in  a  constructive  way  as  when  you  are  careless 
and  debauched.

In  fact,  health  is  the  ultimate  gift  and  one  that  can 
be  enhanced  by  a  few  simple  guidelines  to  avoid 
the  excesses  that  can  lead  to  real  danger  and 
disaster  at  worst  or  a  depression  of  mood  at  the 
least. 

Psychologically  the  road  to  happiness  is  easy  to 
follow:  Find  your  inner  smile,  identify  your  goals, 
clarify  your  plans,  face  the  necessary  obstacles 
and  be  ready  to  learn  the  lessons  life  requires  in 
order  to  stay  healthy.  That  may  sound  like  a  lot  but 
it  boils  down  to:  Smile.  Goal.  Plan.  Lesson.  These 
are  the  ingredients  of  happiness.  Once  you  see 
that  pattern  it  is  obvious  that  the  season  itself  is  a 
reinforcer  of  these  very  same  cues. 

Biologically  the  road  to  health  is  based  on  equally 
simple  principles:  get  your  calories,  get  your 
nutrients,  avoid  poisons,  exercise  to  the  point  of 
stimulation  but  not  exhaustion  regularly.  Trans¬ 
lated  into  everyday  action  this  adds  up  to:  variety 
of  foods,  eaten  in  moderate  amounts,  preference 
for  intact  whole  foods,  not  excluding  any  class  of 
foods  (regardless  of  the  current  fad  against  natu¬ 
ral  fats)  and,  finally,  minimize  toxics,  such  as 
fluoridated  water  (including  some  mineral  waters, 
even  our  own  Napa  Valley  volcanic  waters),  to¬ 
bacco  smoke,  food  preservatives  of  the  nitrite 
class,  pesticide  residues,  photochemical  smog, 
street  drugs,  over-dependence  on  medical  drugs 
(don't  forget  to  see  your  doctor  if  you  are  on  a 
prescription  to  be  sure  it  is  still  necessary  and  free 
of  adverse  effects). 

As  you  can  see,  avoiding  toxics  is  perhaps  the 
most  difficult  aspect  of  the  holiday  health  tune-up. 


This  is  especially  so  what  with  the  popularity  of 
alcoholic  substances,  which  are  a  tradition.  It  is 
hard  for  some  of  us  to  “say  no”  even  if  we  don't  like 
alcohol.  It  actually  takes  planning,  preparation 
and  practice  to  be  ready  with  your  preferred  alter¬ 
natives  so  as  not  to  do  what  normal  folks  do,  i.e. 
conform  to  majority  rule.  The  same  goes  for 
drugs,  only  more  so. 

It  seems  to  me  I  started  my  column  writing  with  a 
similar  plan,  the  rules  of  Putting  Nutrition  First: 
variety,  moderation,  natural  foods  and  avoid  poi¬ 
sons.  These  remain  the  reference  points  for 
common  sense  thinking  about  personal  health 
through  nutrition.  Beyond  that,  it  is  important  to 
know  your  way  around  the  kitchen,  the  supermar¬ 
ket,  the  ecosystem —  and  the  hospital  or  doctors 
office.  It  takes  a  lot  of  knowledge  to  stay  healthy 
in  the  urban  jungle  that  we  inhabit.

Yugoslavia  -  Where 
Worlds  Merge 

Rumors  have  been  circulating  through  my 
office  for  years  concerning  a  certain  Mediterrean 
coast  country — a  place  where  palm-lined 
beaches  are  caressed  by  a  clear  sea;  where  red 
tile  roofs  set  atop  white  stone  winding  villages  are 
inhabited  by  a  race  of  people  considered  by  many 
to  be  among  the  most  beautiful  in  the  world. 

T alk  runs  also  of  its  history,  an  almost  incom¬ 
prehensible  blend  of  eastern  Moslem  with  both 
eastern  and  western  Christianity;  a  blend  that 
dates  back  virtually  to  the  birth  of  all  three. 

It  was  no  surpirse  therefore,  when  two  of  my 
fellow  associates,  Marcie  and  Kim,  announced 
their  intention  to  visit  Yugoslavia  this  year.  I  am 
sure  it  was  the  aforementioned  attractions  that 
enticed  them  there;  it  certainly  could  not  have 
been  Yugoslavia’s  additional  reputation  as 
Europe’s  favorite  summer  holiday  resort! 

Our  travelers  were  there  in  different  seasons 
and  on  different  tours  but  the  picture  that  emerges 
is  the  same;  a  land  that  has  played  host  to  as 
diverse  a  group  of  cultures  as  can  be  imagined.  It 
seems  as  if  the  cultures,  expanding  from  their  re¬ 
spective  centers,  all  met  in  Yugoslavia,  eyed  each 
other  and  settled  down  in  peace  together;  al¬ 
though  not  changing  their  beliefs  or  styles  a  single 
jot! 

Where  else  can  you  visit  an  all  but  Austrian 
village,  complete  with  castle  and  alpine  lake,  then 


travel  less  than  400  miles  to  an  island  fortress,  for 
centuries  the  capital  for  a  pirate  fleet  and  still  be 
in  the  same  country?

Our  wanderers  stayed  in  an  ancient  walled 
city  that  once  allowed  only  Christians  to  remain 
within  after  nightfall;  then  arose  and  traveled  a 
short  distance  to  a  city  resplendent  with  domed 
mosques  and  intricate  minarets! 


Around  the14th  century,  an  enterprising 
group  of  townsmen  formed  a  pirate  fleet  to  plunder 
the  wealth  of  Venice  and  other  maritime  Renais¬ 
sance  trading  nations.

The  history  and  flavor  of  this  place  is  maintained 
scrupulously;  autos  are  allowed  into  the  walled 
city  only  on  certain  days  and  within  certain  hours, 
pedestrians  have  exclusive  rights  to  the  streets  at 
all  other  times.  What  a  place! 

A  few  hundred  years  ago  all  non-Christians 
were  regulated  in  Dubrovnik,  now  it’s  the  automo¬ 
bile  that  the  citizens'  distrust. 

Exotic  and  oriental  were  the  words  our  re¬ 
porters  used  to  describe  Mostar. 

Mostar  is  your  archetypical  Renaissance 
Moslem  city.  It  seems  to  have  endless  Turkish 
arches  covered  with  intricate  Moslem  tile.  The 
centerpiece  of  town  is  a  magnificent  1 1th  century 
bridge  spanning  a  huge  crevass.  A  legend  sur¬ 
rounds  the  bridge  and  its  builder,  and  on  warm 
days,  daring,  enterprising  young  men  will  leap  off 
it  into  the  deep  river  hundreds  of  feet  below,  for  a 
price. 

Another  Turkish  city,  Sarajevo  ,  began  its 
long  history  as  a  Roman  city,  but  by  the  14th 
century  had  become  the  jewel  in  the  crown  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire.  No  less  than  70  domes  and 
gilded  mosques  dot  the  skyline  of  Sarajevo.  The 
architecture  is  Turkish  at  its  ornate  best.  It  was 
an  unrestricted  city  and  has  many  orthodox 
churches  as  well.  A  priceless  collection  of  icons  is 
stored  in  a  monastery  here  and  is  well  worth  the 
visit.  For  a  more  exhilirating  afternoon,  one  can 
visit  the  ski  slopes  of  Sarajevo,  home  of  the  1984 
Winter  Olympics.  Next  to  these  world  class  slopes 
is  situated  the  Hotel  Igman,  a  luxury  class  es¬ 
tablishment. 

A  note  of  warning  here  though.  Don’t  go  to 
Yugoslavia  expecting  the  French  Riviera;  most 
hotels  are  first  class  or  less — few  live  up  the  luxury 
category.  Of  course,  the  price  isn't  exorbitant 
either  and  this  may  well  be  part  of  the  reason  for 
Yugoslavia’s  great  tourist  boom.  Kim  had  the  good

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fortune  to  be  housed  In  Yugoslavia's  great  na¬ 
tional  leader  Tito's  former  hunting  lodge  while  in 
Sarajevo. 

She  found  the  accommodations  and  sen/ice 
“fabulous”.  The  most  northern  European  style  city 
in  Yugoslavia  is  Zagreb.  Since  earliest  times  this 
has  been  a  cultural  and  trade  center  between 
northern  and  southeastern  Europe.  It  presently 
houses  Yugoslavia's  most  prestigious  universities 
and  no  less  than  40  museums.  As  a  northern  city 
It  would,  of  course,  require  a  cathedral  and  it  does 
have  one.  A  hugh  one  in  fact,  in  the  Baroque  style. 
Market  day  in  Zagreb  should  be  put  into  your 
itinerary  if  at  all  possible;  after  all  why  come  to  an 
historical  trading  center  and  not  at  least  peruse  the 
wares?  The  cities  were  behind  our  intrepid  travel¬ 
ers  now  and  a  decision  needed  to  be  made— the 
mountains  or  the  beach? 

For  mountain  scenery,  Marcie  went  to  the 
Plitvice  Lakes — 16  linked  lakes  on  16  different 
elevations.  The  waterfalls  are  marvelous,  as  is  a 
tour  of  the  Postjna  grotto.  The  verdict,  “should  not 
be  missed”.  For  a  beach  experience,  Marcie 
decided  on  Split,  a  yachting  capital  of  the  Adriatic: 
Split  is  “town”  to  hundreds,  sometimes  thousands, 
of  sailing  enthusiasts  who  drift  in  the  secluded  and 
picturesque  islands  and  fjords  off  this  rocky  and 
pristine  coastline. 

Flow  could  so  diverse  a  group  as  the  Yugo¬ 
slavs  manage  to  remain  united,  let  alone  prosper?

2104  Broadway  in  its  last  Christmas  dress 

This  isahouse  that  sugarbuilt.  Beet  sugar.  Its  first 
owner  was  Robert  Oxnard,  vice  president  of  the 
American  Beet  Sugar  Company,  secretary  of 
Western  Sugar  Refining,  Sprekels  Sugar,  and 
Pajaro  Valley  Consolidated  Railroad  (which 
served  the  Spreckels  plant  near  Salinas.) 

Oxnard’s  residence  at  2104  Broadway  is  quietly 
classical;  it  doesn’t  shout  for  attention.  The  shape 
is  a  basic  box  with  notchback,  topped  by  a  cornice 
with  generous-sized  dentil  and  egg-and-dart 
moldings.  The  hill  provides  both  view  and  dis¬ 
guise,  so  that  the  three  or  four  stories  and  an 
added  lower  unit  look  like  one  unit  of  two  stories 
and  high  basement.  The  dignified  facade  is  simply 
stuccoed.  Each  main  floor  has  three  evenly 
spaced  windows  decorated  with  keystone  and 
shell  motifs  on  a  bed  of  foliage,  and  a  matching- 
window  overthe  entry  shown  here.  The  entry  itself 
is  a  study  in  graceful  formality,  with  its  four  ionic 
columns,  marble  steps,  fine  wood  carving  and 
ironwork. 

The  building's  designer  in  1 899  was  Frank  S.  Van 
Trees,  a  society  architect  active  in  this  city  for  a 
dozen  years  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  His 
clients  included  A.P.  Giannini,  Marcus  Koshland 
and  Charles  Crocker.  The  daughter  of  one  client 
remembered  her  mother  complaining  of  the 
architect’sdrunkenness  and  having  to  fall  back  on 
her  decorators  for  much  of  the  design  work. 
However  that  may  be,  Van  T rees  built  a  dozen  or 
so  of  the  restrainedly  elegant  and  comfortable, 
vaguely  Classical  Revival  houses  that  character¬ 
ize  Pacific  Heights. 

This  one's  original  owner,  Robert  Oxnard,  was 
born  in  Louisianna  about  1 854  to  a  family  involved 
in  the  sugar  industry.  He  began  working  at  age  1 8 
as  correspondence  clerk  with  a  sugar  exporter  in 
Havana,  Cuba.  By  1876  he  was  refining  sugar  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  forthe  next  dozen  years, 
he  built  up  that  business.  Only  in  the  late  1880s 
did  he  move  into  California’s  beet  sugar  industry, 
buying  an  existing  refinery  in  San  Francisco  to 


compete  with  the  established  Spreckels  Sugar 
interests.  Eventually  the  two  sugar  powers 
formed  an  alliance. 

Meanwhile,  Oxnard  and  his  younger  brother 
Henry  acquired  immense  beet  sugar  acreage  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  and  in  1898  Henry  cre¬ 
ated  the  town  of  Oxnard  for  the  two-million-dollar 
sugar  refinery  they  were  building  there.  In  1899 
Robert  Oxnard  built  his  residence  here  at  2104 
Broadway  and  then  gradually  reduced  his  involve¬ 
ment  with  the  Spreckels  clan.  He  lived  a  quiet  life 
and  died  in  this  house  in  1 930,  leaving  no  children, 
but  a  million-dollar  estate  and  a  widow,  Nellie,  who 
stayed  here  a  few  years  longer.
